Yesterday morning at twenty-six minutes 


to five o'clock the Kimball louse was found 


to be on fire. At half-past eight o'clock it 
was a smouldering heap of ruins. 


For years the burning of this great hotel has 


been dreaded as a calamity reasonably sure 


to come, and certain to be deplorable 


in its results. Twothings were held to be 


cervain: That its burning would sweep 


away the whole central part of the city. 2, 


That a great number of lives would be lost 


wien it was burned.

c:me about. The winds were as still as death 


and the flames rising from the great central 


fire mounted strai: ght between the four walls 


and went heavenward. Not a single house 


across the narrow streets was burned and 


even the back part of the block on which the 


Kimball sat was saved. 
The fire began in the entrance corner of the 
house and was providentially confined there, 


until every room had been emptied of its 


sleeping guests. Nota life was lost though 


the firemen worked and the crowd lingered 


for hours amid the burning and falling walls. 
Notone man was injured. 


The history of the great fire, its inception

In none of those 
places was there any fire and I returned. | 
went into the kitchen, but there was nothing 
wrong in that place. In each of those places 
I shut down the windows as fast as I could. 
Assoon as I found that there was no chance 
to do anything and that the fire was gaining 
headway and that the house was filllng with 
smoke, I tore off two nozztes from my hose 
and ran through the house and broke in every 
door. Istarted at the first floor aud went to 
every door in the house. The guests then 
began to. go out as as they could and | 
do not thinkthat-:there is one who did not 
mi: a safe escape.” 

Rk. C. Bosche, who has a painti iz estab- 
ment in tbe building on Wall street next 
to the Kimball house, was one of the first, if 
not the first man at the tire from the outside. 
It is probable that the first man anywhere to 
find the fire was the watchman, whose story 
is printed above. ()f the occurrences on the 
outside Mr. Bosche says: 

‘‘] walked down from my room and saw a 
dense volume of smoke issuing from the 
place occupied bythe Italian, Thealarm was 
turned in by the officerand the department 
turned out. I think it took the firemen about 
fifteen minutes to get tothe place. The fire 
men broke in the door of the Italian’s place 
and turned in a stream of water. The smoke 
was coming outina black column, and the 
water seemed to have no effect on it whatever.
